dle" are offered for sale in the east it is 
well for the tenderfoot purchaser to 
loarn the e.vnet significance of the 
phrase. The broueo, as he is known 
in the high valleys of western Colo- 
rado, is a beast of strange qualities. 
He often roams the mountain pastures 
until he is throe or (our years old, 
nearly as wild us the elks that Und 
pasture in the higher and more dif 
iienlt parts of the same region. Then 
somebody catches him with a lasso 
and fetches him home. After that comes 
the breaking process, and when, done 
by a hired professional horse breaker 
it is simplicity itself. 
The phrase 


"broken" implies that the breaker has 
saddled and ridden the bronco three 
times. The theory is that after 
a 


bronco has been coerced upon three 
successive days into letting a rider stay 
on his back any rider may thereafter 
ride the beast. Of course, that means 
any Kocky mountain rider. 


The .western Coloraclouu performs 


marvels with broncos scarcely better 
broken than this indicates. An eastern 
hunter was accompanied by a guide 
riding a freshly-broken bronco, and 
tha.t half-wild creature, was made to 
carry' him over miles of the roughest 
imaginable mountain wilderness. After 
the newly-broken bronco was relieved 
of his master's weight, and the guide 
haul transferred himself to another 
horse, that docile little beast patiently 
followed the party for miles over the 
mountain and through woodland. 


The bronco quickly learns to follow 


and to stand. The patience with which 
he does the latter seems inexplicable 
until one has learned the secret of his 
training.

It 
is 11 stubborn beast that does not stop 
short when he foe Is the spade. 


This discipline is repented again and 


again, until the beast learns that to 
move while his rein hangs over his 
head and trails on the ground is to stir 
the spade into activity. 
When the 


breaker is sure that the bronco has 
learned his lesson it is pretty safe to 
turn the beast loose with the, rein over 
his head. Should the broneo attempt 
to leave the place where ho is left, he 
must sooner ov later tread on the 
dragging rein and drive the spade up- 
ward into the roof 
of his mouth. 


When left to himself, therefore, he is 
extremely eareful how he moves about, 
und he .seldom attempts to trot away 
lest he incur the cruel retribution of 
the spade.

saddle is a most intelligent creature.

If the sun had been made of solid 


coal from center to surface, and if that 
coal .had been burned for th« purpose 
of sustaining the radiation, it can be 
lemonstrated that a few thousand 
fears of solar expenditure at the pres- 
ent rate would suflice to exhaust all 
the heat which the combustion of that 
great sphere of fuel could generate. 


We know, howevert '-hat the'sun has 


been radiating heat, not alone for thou- 
sands of years, but for millions of 
years. The existence of fossil plants 
and animals demonstrates "this fact. 


We have thus to account for the ex- 


tremely remarkable circumstance that 
our great luminary has radiated forth 
already a thousand times as much heat 
as could be generated by the combus- 
tion of a sphere of coal as big as the 
sun is at present, and yet, notwith- 
standing this expenditure in the past, 
physics declare that for millions of 
years to come the sun may continue to 
dispense lightaad he;ittoitsattendant 
worlds with the same abundant prodi- 
gality. 


To have shown how the apparent 


paradox could bo removed is one of the 
most notable achievements of the great 
German philosopher.

the obvious fact that the expenditures 
of heat by radiation must necessarily 
lead to shrinkage of the solar volume. 
This shrinkage has the effect of at- 
tracting from a store of potential en- 
ergy in the sun, and transforming what 
it takes into the active form of heat. 


The transformation advances par: 


passn with the radiation, so that the 
loss of heat arising Irom the radiation 
is restoration by "tlio newly-producec 
heat derivetl from the latent reservoir 


Such is an ouUme of the now famous 


doctrine universally accepted among 
physicists. It fulfills the conditions o 
i,he problem, and when treated bj 
arithmetical calculation it is not foun 
wanting.—Fortnightly Kevinw.

besides hatigabout the fortat which he 
is stationed, occasionally goingout with 
•dispatches to some other fort, or to gov- 
ernment surveying parties in the field. 
Such duties are decidedly tame, and 
have no attractions for the scout. At 
'times a parly of foreigners of note, 
mostly Kuglishtnen, will come to this 
country on a hunting expedition,armed 
with letters of introduction to officials 
»t Washington. There they will secure 


I tetters to the commanding oflicer of the 


fort nearest the grounds over which 
they desire to exercise their love for 
•wild sport, and when the fort is reached 
• soout is detailed to accompany them 
ns guide to the best hunting grounds. 
Such an assignment as this is looked 
upon as a "picnic" by the boys, for it 
promises oceans of fun, the best of liv- 
ta£, and, when the expedition returns, 
scrap, valuable present—often the entire 
outfit of horses and camp equipage, 
worth several hundred dollars. 


Hut when a band or a tribe of In- 


dians declare hostilities and go out on 
..10 warpath, the life of the scout is 
one of constant 
danger, privation 


and exposure to all kinds of weather. 
He virtually lives in the saddle. When 
he sleeps, unless back with the com- 
mand, he lies down upon the trail in 
liis clothes, fastening the lariilt with 
\vlr,ch his horse is secured to his arm 
or leg, so that he can reach the animal 
and mount at the first intimation of 
danger, 
lie eats his dried meat and 


hard bread in the saddle as ho rides 
along, or when he halts for a brief 
time to allow his horse to graze. The 
native horse lives entirely on grass, 
fri] will turn away from grain to crop 
that nutritious food. 
On the trail of a 


«:ost.iie band or when searching for a 
trail he must be keen-eyed and ever on 


t the alert. Nothing must escape his 
'searching gaze, for his life often de- 
pends on his watchfulness. 
Signs that 


would be unnoticed by the ordinary 
traveler arc to him an open book. A 
stoue or even a pebble turned over 
from its bed, a broken down weed or 
bunch of grass, an indistinct imyrcs- 
'Sion in the gravelly soil, all indicate 
that something has been there, and tho 
scout's first duty is to ascertain what 
that something was. 
It might have 


been a deer, uutelope, wolf or stray 
horse, or it might IKS an off-shoot of 
the. trail sought for. This the scout 
cat. determine in a moment, by ilis- 
nio.'.nUng and closely' scrutinizing the 
<:.sit;n" If the trail proves to he that 
of an Indian horse he at once follows 
it, knowing well it will lead him to the 
main trail; follows it closely and with 
extreme caution, now glancing at the 
trail, now sweeping the country ahead 
•with his quick, trained eye, and at in- 
tervals halting and searching every 
jfullyand hill wiln his powerful Held 
glass. 
It is necessary for his owe safe- 


ty that, he should discover tlm Indians 


. before they see him, in order to avoid 


an ambush. 


Unless the day bo well advanced 


when, he first sights the hostile band, he 
must ride rapidly back to the com- 
mand, report his discovery to the com- 
manding oflicer, together 
with 
the 


number of Indians (if it can be ascer- 
tained), and the direction they are pur- 


hole, stream, canyon and pirlch, i«o that 
he <ran guide tiie troops accurately,

Of the hundred million or more stars 


which aro visible witli itstrononiiuil 
instruments, the distsnce.s from tho 
enrth of only a very 'ew have been 
measured with even an approximation 
to accuracy. Most of the stars appear 
to be so far away that the change in 
their apparent place caused by viewing 
them from opposite sides of the earth's 
orbit—and that orbit is about one hun- 
dred and eighty-six mill ion miles across 
—is so slight that itescapes certain de- 
tection. 
Only about fifty stars have 


thus far yielded definite results in the. 
attempt to measuretheirdistanccs, and 
even those results are too often exceed- 
ingly conflicting and uncertain. The 
nearest star thus far discovered is one 
of the first magnitude, not visible from 
the United (States or Kurope. 
It i.s the 


star called Alpha in the constellation 
of the Centaur in the southern hemi- 
sphere of the heavens. 


The distance of this star appears to 


be something like twenty trillions of 
miles, or about two hundred and fif- 
teen thousand timesas great as Ihedis- 
.ance of the sun from the earth. 


The next nearest star, as far as 
nown, is a little 
sixth-magnitude 


winkler, barely visible to the naked 
ye, in the constellation of Cygnus, 
popularly called the Northern Cross, 
'ho distance of this star, which i.s 
nown to astronomers as sixty-one 
ygni, is variously estimated at from 
orty to sixty trillion miles, or two or 
hrce times that of tho bright stax-in 
he Centaur. 
The brightness of the stars, as we 


see them, is, then, no measure of their 
omparativo distance. 
A very bright 


tar may l>e much more distant than a 
cry faint one, the difference in bril- 
iance being due to the greater magni- 
nde of the more distant star. 
Kirius, 


the dog-star, for instance, which 


scintillates so splendidly in the winter 
ky, is more distaatthan the little star 
ixty-one Cygni, the latter being- in 
act a very much smaller 
Kim than 


nrs, wliilu Sirius is a far larger one.

Spoctroscopic investigation in tho case 
of binary stars, as those aro called 
vhich circle in pairs around their coni- 
non center of gravity, is Ireginning to 
iclp ns a little in this direction. 


Recently, for instance, Mr. G. W. 


Colics, Jr., has calculated, from the re- 
sults of such investigations, the mean 
listance of ninety-five stars situated 
in the 
northern hemisphere of the 


lieuvens, and he finds it equal to the 
listauco which light would travel in 
ibout one hundred and fifty years. 
That distance is not less than eight 
hundred and seventy trillion miles, or 
more than forty-three times as great as 
the distance of the nearest known star, 
Alpha Cent.anri. 


Yet enormous as such a distance is, 


t i.s nearly certain that the average 
listance of all the stars composing the 
visible universe is still greater. 
And

even in their richest regions, present 
jlack and apparently empty spaces 
ihruug-li which we seem to look out 
from the bnnmlsnf the visible universe 
into fathomless depths beyond. 


Uut is there any thoughtful mind 


which can avoid asking itwlf the ques- 
tion: 
"What lies beyond? 
When 


come to the outermost star of the uni- 
verse, what then?" That is a question 
which even astronomy, with all 
marvelous wealth of discovery and 
achievement, can not answer—at least 
not yet. — Youth's Companion.

These homes arn called "Hospices for 


the Dying," nnd tho pretty name im- 
plies a resting place, in the high Alps, 
where travel weary folk- may rest a 
little before winding down their way 
into the valleys where the shadows 
dwell. 


Within these houses of death from 


two hundred to three hundred beds 
have been provided for the occupants, 
and the rooms are strangely bright and 
light. Tho men are on the lower floor 
of the hospital, the women upstairs. 
ICiich ward has'it.s sitting room, and a; 
pagoda i.s provided for the men in the 
garden, where they may go ti> smoke. 
Hooks and 
newspapers are strewn, 


about, novels lying by the side of Hi- 
bles and preparation for death prayers. 
In some of the beds there are patients 
who are dying fast; .some have already 
passed into a .state of unconsciousness 
and the bed curtains are. closely drawn. 
The wards arc open without pay to all' 
who have no place where-they might- 
cm! life's struggle in peace and com- 
fort. There arc also single rooms for 
paving patients, delightful little nooks, 
daintily appointed and

fortiible.
